The Karen 
boarding schools have been in operation only 
about two months, in consequence of the preva- 
lence of small pox at Maulmain. Schools have 
been maintained at Amherst, and some of the 
Karen stations. The printing, owing to the lim- 
ited demand, has amounted only to 352,000 pp., 
including Pilgrim’s Progress, in Burmese. About 
6000 books and tracts were distributed. The 
Maulmain Baptist Missionary Society has sup- 
ported ten native assistants. The amount of re- 
ceipts was more than 1800 rupees.

Russia and her Emperor, 


The following is from the Correspondence of 
the Newark N. J. Daily Advertiser, 


The Emperor is now 47 years old, and for the 
last 20 years his life has been one of constant en- 
terprise and toil. The affairs of his overgrown 
Empire, of which he claims the title of “Father,” 
are all to be kept under his immediate supervision, 
If a courier arrives from Siberia or Warsaw, or 
the shores of the Caspian, he must overlook the 
despatch ; if his grenadiers are to parade, he must 
a! gang even A, fire breaks out in his capi- 

al, there he is, puffing, sweati 
with the best of na ee 

Those who have seen his Majesty describe his 
appearance as imposing in the extreme. He is 6 
feet 2 inches in height, finely formed, with great 
breadth of shoulder and chest, great length and 
symmetry of limb, with a large, blue, piercing eye, 
Grecian nose, and every part of his frame of the 
same colossal proportion. At the royal levee, he 
is distinguished amid all the jewelled and sabred 
princes by his plain dress and commanding fig- 
ure, and he towers above them all. like the first 
king of Israe] among the shepherd warriors that 
surrounded him. He is the gigantic head of the 
most gigantic Empire on earth. 

Russia is certainly a most wonderful country. 
Stretching around three quarters of the globe, it 
already numbers 70,000,000 inhabitants, and in a 
century more may number 100 millions! Item- 
braces every variety of soil, product and occupa- 
tion, from the stunted pines of Archangel to the 
blooming pines of the Cremin, from the hunters 
of bears on the ice-hills of Kamschatka, to the 
diggers of salt in the mines of Cracow. ‘The rich 
wheat fields on the shores of the Black Sea pour 
their annual produce into the granaries of Odes- 
sa; the shepherd of the interior pastures his im- 
mense herds on the central steppes, and at each 
returning fair, drives the firstlings of his flock to 
the bazaars of Moscow, while from the north, 
where life well nigh ‘goes out,’ the hardy forester 
floats down during his short lived summer, the 
furs which he had taken beneath the light of 
the Aurora, during his Jong, wintry night. All 
this varied population is divided into two great 
classes, 

First come the hereditary nobles—huge sons 
of Anak, purse proud, high spirited, and for the 
most part ignorant; rolling in splendor and filth, 
covered with diamonds and vermin,a set of prince- 
ly desperadoes, ready at any time for a revel or a 
muster, a masquerade or a campaign. From these 
riotous nabobs, two or three of whom could buy 
up the whole of Lowa at “government prices,” 
there is but one step to the Serfs,in comparison 
with whom our Southern slaves are freemen in- 
deed. Herds of them throng all the plantations 
of the nobility, working without pay, living on rye 
meal and chopped straw until they can live no 
longer, and then die, leaving a wretched inherit- 
ance of bondage to their children. 

This immense empire, with its great territory, 
and its great diversity of rank, is controlled by a 
standing army of 500,000 infantry, 100,000 horse 
and 50,000 artillery men, and this army is con. 
trolled by the “Autocrat of all the Russias ”— 
This I hold to be the strongest government in ex- 
istence.

Whocan read without admiration and 
terror of these wild cavaliers of the desert, of their 
intense attachment to their country, of their ti- 
ger-like cunning in lying in wait for their prey, 
and their ferocity in destroying it, and of their as. 
tonishing powers of endurance, sleeping on their 
horses, and baking their meat under the saddle ! 
To see one of these troops of marauders in their 
green jackets, red breeches, and jockey caps, with 
a matchlock slung over their shoulders, and a 12 
foot pike in their hands, rise up suddenly from the 
horizon like a cloud of sand, and come scouring 
over the plain with a “whoop and halloo,” must 
be a most frightful apparition to an invading ar- 
my- Bonaparte’s Frenchmen saw it very often, 
to their sorrow, and they fell before it like the 
Simoon. iia 

But what will the ambitious despot, Nicholas, 
with an ambitious, conquest-loving people like the 
Russians, do next?

land. Turkey would soon go into that capacious

‘This was a valuable paper, and evinced 
great good taste in the author in embracing so 
much matter in so smalla space. “ Multum in 
parvo” would be a good heading for the abstract 
of the report presented by the Secretary. I can. 
not now attempt to give an outline of the report. 
It will soon be published, and you will then be 
able to make such selections as you may deem 


important. The contributions to the funds of the 
Society for the year have amounted to about $12,.- 
000, and the present liabilities of the Society ex.- 
ceed its funds in hand, by several thousands of 
dollars. The whole amount raised for Home 
Missions by State Conventions and other bodies» 
auxiliary to the Society, including the above $12,. 
000, is about $40,000. Besides this, there is not 
a little voluntary missionary labor performed by 
the ministers of our denomination in many parts 
ofthe country. If the whole were reckoned at 
a moderate rate, we should find probably not less 
than $100,000 expended by the denomination 
annually, to give the gospel to the destitute of 
our own country.

AMERICAN BAPTIST BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The Board met this morning at 10 o’clock, in 
Dr. Welch’s church. The Rev. Drs. Kendrick 
and Wayland, in the absence of the venerable 
President, presided alternately during the session. 
Dr. Wayland opened the exercises by prayer. 

The Treasurer in reading his Report begged 
it as a privilege, that if any brother present wish- 
ed any explanations on any item of the report, he 
would make such inquiries at the close of the 
reading, as would elicit the desired information. 
By the abstract of the Treasurer’s Report present- 
ed, it appeared that the receipts for the financial 
year, ending April 1, 1843, from auxiliary Socie- 
ties, individuals, legacies, interest on Joans, &e., 
amounted to $47,151 06; and that the expendi- 
tures exceeded this amount by $7,987 37, which 
added to the debt of last year, will leave a bal- 
ance against the Board of nearly $15,000. 

The Foreign Secretary, brother S. Peck, read 
an abstract of the Annual Report of the acting 
Board, an outline of which you will have receiv. 
ed before this reaches you. Suffice it here to say, 
that the number of missions in connection with 
the Board is 19; and of stations and out stations, 
about 80. There are 103 missionaries, of whom 
44 are preachers, and 52 are female assistants. 
The number of churches is 77; about 900 were 
received by baptism the past year. Present num- 
ber of members in the mission churches about 4000 

The Home Secretary, Rev. R. E. Pattison, D. 
D., read a very able paper on the subject of finan. 
ces mainly, which was referred to a special com- 
mittee, of which Bro. G. S. Webb of N. J., was 
chairman. The committee subsequently report- 
ed that they thought it best to refer this commu- 
nication to the acting Board, with instructions to 
make such use of it, as in their mature judgment 
might best subserve the glorious cause; and the 
paper was so referred. It is expected that it will 
be so printed as to give it a general circulation 
among the churches. Some other committees 
were appointed, and the Board adjourned till half 
past 7 o’clock in the evening.

AM. BAPTIST PUBLICATION AND SUNDAY SCHOOL 
SOCIETY. 


The Anniversary of this Society was held this 
afternoon at 3 o’clock, in the Pearl street (Dr.

State of Religion in Washington. 

WasuineTon, April 29, 1843. 

I have more than once during the past winter, 
invoked the prayers of your Christian readers, for 
a blessing upon the exertions and labors of Chris- 
tians in this city. 1 must now beg a continuance 
of their supplications to a throne of grace, in be- 
half of our infant church. Frail and erring mor- 
tals are never beyond the need of Divine guid- 
ance ; and although it may appear paradoxical in 
the view of impenitent sinners, professing and 
real Christians stand in the greatest need of un- 
ceasing, importunate, and prevailing prayer. And 
if this is true of Christians as a body, much more 
have we need as an individual church, in view of 
our peculiar situation and circutnstances. God 
has done great things for us, for which I trust we 
are glad and humble. Since Mr. Knapp came 
here in January, nearly 150 members have been 
added to the feeble band of 21 which was last 
fall organized asa church. Of these, 20 or more, 
were old backsliders of our own and other sects, 
either those who once indulged a hope, and had 
gone back to the world ; or professors who, from 
the low and feeble state of our denomination here, 
or for other reasons, had lived in the city for years | 
without presenting letters or seeking admission 
to the communion. I consider this as one of the 
strongest evidences of a genuine revival, and one 
of its happiest results, that so many wiihered 
branches have been restored to new life and vig- 
or.—Of the 125 who have been baptized, we have 
what may aptly be denominated a great assort- 
ment.

As he is intending to visit 
some of the churches in this vicinity, we bespeak 
for him a cheerful and welcome reception among 
our brethren. On the morning of !ast Lord’s day 
he addressed the First church—in the afternoon 
the South church. In the evening both church- 
es met together, and in addition to an address 
from Mr. B. they were favored with an interest- 
ing statement from the Rev. Mr. Potts, who has 
for several years been laboring among the Choc- 
taws west of the Mississippi river. We have sel- 
dom witnessed a more intense interest on the sub- 
ject of missionary operations, and doubt not that 
all present felt determined to do more to aid in 
giving the gospel to the destitute and benighted.

Hence we find it announced inthe Northampton Courier 
that “The birth place of the late President Dwight, on King 
street, (Northampton) latterly the property of Nathan 
Storrs, was sold last Monday at auction, to Dr. Walker.” 
We hope that Dr. Walker will preserve the premises so 
that future generations that make pilgrimages to the shrine 
may not mistake the sanctuary.— New Haven Herald. 


Ina report made by Mr. Barrow of Louisiana, in the 
Senate of the United States, some extraurdinary facts are 
stated, in reference to the Great Valley of the Mississippi. 
The region comprises nine S:aies and two Territories, with 
a population of nearly severrmillions, In 1842 there was 
450 steamers running upon the Mississippi, and about 4000 
flat boats. The value of the downward trade to New Or. 
leans is estimated at $120,000,000 annually—the upward 
trade $100,000,000. The whole trade to the enormous 
amount of two hundred and twenty millions of dollars 
per annum—only about thirty millions less than the entire 
value of the foreign trade of the United States, exports and 
imports, in 1841.

Sream on THE Canats.—Iron steamers with the Erico- 
sin propellers are building, intended fur towing on the ca- 
nals and river. Should they come into use they will work 
a great revolution in the canal transportation business, and 
turn out of work the horses and drivers now employed for 
that purpose. 

One of these boats, the *Pioneer,” is already completed 
and put in operation. It passed up the river Monday af. 
ternoon towards Troy, heavily laden with freight, and not- 
withstanding the strong current, swollen with the freshet 
and careering on its way swiftas a race horse, the little 
steamer made an excellent headway. Itis about the size 
of one of the lake boats. The engine and propellers are 
in the bow of the vessel, which being shaped as the stern 
usually is, while the stern itself is sharp, gives the boat the 
advancing back wards.

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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Fellow citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Kepresentatives : 

Elected according to the provisions of the Con. 
stitution, to the Chief Executive Magistracy of 
Connecticut for the second term, I accept the trust 
with grateful feelings for the honor conferred upon 
me, and under a profound sense of the high and 
solemn responsibilities of the elevated station. An 
afflictive dispensation ot Divine Providence having 
prevented me from meeting you at the seat of Gov- 
ernment, to be qualified for the discharge of my 
official duties in the accustomed form, I have, in 
presence of your Committee, taken th. oath pre- 
scribed by law, and have entered upon the execu- 
tion of the trust assigned me. In exercising the 
powers with which I am invested by the continued 
confidence of my fellow citizens, it will be, as it 
has hitherto been, the object of my unceasing Care 
and solicitade, to administer the Government in 
the true spirit of the Constitution ; to promote the 
welfare, happiness and prosperity of the people ; 
and to preserve and perpetuate our free, wise, and 
happy institutions undiminished and unimpaired, 

The auspicious circumstances in the condition of 
our beloved State, under which you are now per. 
mitted to assemble at the seat of Government, to 
discharge the various and important public trusts 
confided to you by your constituents, form a suita- 
ble subject of congratulation, and call upon you for 
an acknowledgment of devout gratitude to the 
Giver of all Good. During the past year, the 
bounties of Providence have been munificently dis- 
pensed in all parts of the State. The glorious 
lights of science and revelation have continued to 
shine in our midst, and illumine the paths of our 
people. The blessinzs of health, peace, and plenty 
have been every where enjoyed. And our civil 
religious, and literary institutions, under the benign 
influence of just and whslesome laws, have been 
preserved to us in all their original excellence and 
beauty. Surrounded by such blessings as these, 
we should be unmindful indeed of our most sacred 
obligations, were we not to offer up the tribute of 
fervent and thankful hearts to that beneficent 
Being who has bestowed them, and to implore & 
continuance of His Divine protection, guidance 
and favor. 

No State in the Union occupies a prouder or more 
enviable position before the world than Connecticut. 
With an intelligent, enterprising and industrious 
population, free from debt, and possessing ample re- 
sources for the supply of all her wants, with institu. 
tions for religious instruction permanently establish. 
ed and well supported in almost every town and vil- 
lage within her borders, with colleges ot the highest 
order, and a system of free schools based upon a 
permanent foundation, for the intellectual and moral 
culture of all her youth, with asylums for the educa. 
tion of those who are deprived of the power of speech 
and for the reliefof a large portion of that unfor- 
tunate class of human beings within her limits, who 
by the Providence of God,are deprived of reasou and 
understanding—with a form of Government and a 
code of laws which recognize the political equality 
of her people; which secure them in the quiet pos. 
session and enjoyment of personal liberty, personal 
security and private property; which throw around 
the enjoyments of civil and religious freedom strong 
and enduring safeguards, and which afford the most 
ample protection to all the interests and employ- 
ments of society—with these and other distinguish. 
ed advantages, Connecticut possesses within herself 
the true elements of national greatness. 

Since the last adjournment of the General As- 
sembly, nothing has occurred 'o disturb the har- 
mony of our relations with either of our sisier 
States, or with the General Government. The 
causes which led tothe late onbappy disturbances 
in R. Island, have been, I trast, so far removed, as 
to lay the foundation of the permanent peace and 
tranquility of that State. 

I have received from the Governor of the State 
of South Carvlina, sundry Resolutions of the Le- 

islature of that State on the subject of a Tariff. 
These Resolutions declare that the powers given 
to Congress to impose daties on imports, was be- 
stowed solely for the purpose of raising a reven- 
ue to defray the expenses of the General Gov- 
ernment ; and thatthe Tariff recently establish- 
ed, by the extravagance of the imposts, is calcula- 
ted to impede the importation of foreign commod- 
ities, and thus cut off the revenue which moder- 
ate duties would yield; that this impediment to 
commerce is ruinous to the agricultural interests 
of the nation, inasmuch as it prevents the free ex- 
change of vur own products for those which for- 
eign couutries alone can furnish in payment ;— 
that the law creating it is designed to affurd pro- 
tection and bestow bounties apon manulaciurers 
by extorting money from all the rest of the com- 
munity, and amounts to a clear usurpation of 
power, not granied by the Constitation of the Uni- 
ted States, and as such ought to be resisted; and 
that no more revenue should be raised and colleet- 
ed than might be necessary \o delray the expen- 
ses of an economical! administration of the Gov- 
ment, which is claimed fo be inconsistent with 
the enactment of any law laying discriminating 
duties for the purpose of protection. 

In the two Messages which I had the honor to 
communicate to the General Assembly at the 
opening of its annual and extra Sessions of the 
past year, my views on this all important subject, 
after much consideration, were fully and distinct- 
ly stated, and subsequent reflection has served on- 
ly tostrengthen and confirm them. Those views 
are believed to be entertained and cherished also, 
ty the great body of the people of Connecticut, 

hey ask from Government no exclusive privi- 
leges or bounties. They desire not an exemp- 
tion from an equal share of the public’s burdens, 
They seek not the benefits of a system of taxa- 
tion which would bear oppressively upon the in- 
lerests of any section ofthe Union. All they de- 
mand is thal the amount of revenue imposed and 
collected shall be limited to the current expenses 
ofthe Government, justly and economically ad- 
ministered, including Suitable provisions for the 
common defence of the country ; and that Con- 
gress should be governed by a discriminating 
wisdom in the selection of the subjects of taxa- 
tion for those purposes ; thatthe burthens impo- 
sed upon native industry by the operation of for- 
eign enaciments, should as nearly as possible be 
balanced, so as to bear with the’ most perfect de- 
gree of equality allainable, upom the various in- 
terests of the country; and that in exercising the 
powers granted for this object, incidental protec- 
tions hould be afforded to all descriptions of Amer- 
ican labor. 

The State of Maine has declared the imprison- 
menotof any of her citizens, by the authority of 
any State in the Union, without the allegation of 
the commission of any crime, butsolely om the 
account of their color, 'o bea gross violation of the 
Constitution of the United States, as weil as of 
the principles of rational liberty. And I am re- 
quested by the Governor of that State to commar 
nicate to you the Resolutions embodying that de- 
claration. Resolutions have also been adopted 
by the same Siate, in favor ofthe abolition of the 
Military Academy at West Point, in the Siate of 
New York. 

From the States of New Hampshire and Ver. 
mont, Resolutions have been received, declaring 
that the laws of the United States, conferring the 
franking privilege, ought to be repealed ; and 
that the postage on letters should be so far redu- 
ced as to bear some proportion to that imposed 
upon other matter ca rried in the mails. 

New Hampshire has also resolved “ That the 
circulation, as money, of the bills, issaed by 
banks, of a less dencmination than five dollars, 
necessarily excludes trom circulation and com- 
mon use, that specie which is regarded as essen- 
tial to the security as well as the convenience of 
the various classes of the community, and is a 

ractical evil of such a character as calls for rem- 
edy by legislative enactments i and requesting

New Jersey has also adopted Resoijutions con- 
demnatory of the doctrine of repudiation. 

While we have much cause to regret that any 
member ot our confederacy should have so far 
furgotien het mora} obligations and disregarded 
her plighted faith, as tv attempt a justification of 
the doctrines condemned by the three States last 
named, yet we are happy to believe that in noother 

uarter of our country are those doctrines received 

with approbation or favor, by any respectabie 
portion of the people, Concurring as I do most 
fully with these States, in the sentiments contained 
in the resolutions adopted by their respective le- 
gislatures on the subject of repudiation and as- 
sumption, I recommend them to your wise con- 
siveration. 

The State of Georgia, through her Legislature, 
has also “Resolved, That negroes, or persons of co. 
lor, are not citizens, under the Constitution of the 
United States” ; and that she will never recognize 
such citizenship. 

The State of Alabama has adopted a Resolution 
also, declaring that she will sustain the State of 
Virginia in the controversy between the latter and 
the State of New York. 

From the States of Maine, Illinois and Rhode 
Island, legislative Resolutions have been received, 
declaring it to be the duty of the Federal Govern. 
ment to refund to General Andrew Jackson the fine 
imposed upon him in the year 1815, by the Judge 
ot the United States for the District of Louisiana, 
for an alleged contempt of his judicial authority, 

On this subject, the General Assembly hag al. 
ready made known the wishes of this State to our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress, and no 
further consideration ot it, therefore, will be re. 
quired during your present session. A copy of the 
Resolutions on this subject, soon after their pass. 
age, was transmitted to General Jackson in con. 
formity to the request therein made ; and I have 
received from him a reply which at his request will 
be communicated to you, 

The Resolutions from the several States to 
which reference has been made will be duly laid 
before you. 

Your attention will be directed to a communi- 
cation recently received from sundry citizens of the 
United States temporary residents of France, in. 
forming me that they Laie instituted at Paris, by 
means of voluntary contributions, an “* American 
Atheneum.” The main object of the Institution 
is to afford to every American visiting Paris a 
place where each may have access to the principal 
newspapers and other periodical publications of the 
Union, and establish a medium ot communication 
—a sort of literary agency between societies and 
men of learning in the two hemispheres ; and a 
centre of information where those of Europe may 
gratify their desire of acquiring knowledge on the 
state of society and the institutions of this country. 
For the advancement ot this object, the Directors 
are desirous of obtaining through your liberality a 
complete set of the laws of this State. The pro- 
priety of making provision for that purpose is sub. 
mitted for your consideration. 

Turning our attention from these matters to oth- 
ers more immediately affecting our internal con- 
dition, we find but few subjects of public interest 
to engage the deliberations of the General Assem. 
bly. Among these, the subject of taxation is in 
my judgment one of the most important, So un- 
just and unequal are existing regulations foi the 
assessment and collection of taxes, that I fee] it 
my duty to renew the recommendation made in 
my last annual message for their revision. To 
the views which I then presented to the General 
Assembly on this subject, your attention is re- 
spectfully invited. My convictions of their sonnd- 
ness have been strengthened by subsequent reflec- 

tion, 

The amount of taxes imposed upon every citi- 
zen should bear a reasonable proportion to the ex- 
tent of the protection affurded by the government 
to his person and property. Upon this principle, 
a small portion of the public expenses should be 
paid by the equal contribution of every citizen, 
and the remainder by an equal tax upon the prop- 
erty of the people; and the amount of a man’s 

roperty, at iiscash valne, should be the rule for 

is assessment. But under our system of taxa- 
tion, this salutary principle is not to a just or rea- 
sonable extent preserved, Fur the protection af.- 
forded to the person of the citizen, the govern- 
ment demands the payment of a poll tax equiva- 
lent to the tax levied upon real estate of the value 
of six hundred and sixty-seven dollars. Thistax, 
although not seriously felt by the wealthy, bears 
so heavily upon the poor that it ought in my jadg- 
ment to be reduced one half. I therefore recom- 
mend that it be so reduced. The rule directing 
the assessment of merchants. mechanies, and oth- 
ers is also unjust in its operations—violating as it 
dues the principle which constitutes the trne basis 
of taxation. I appears the more unjust, when 
contrasied with the rule prescribed in relation to 
certain descriptions of personal property. The 
mechanic, who by constant and unremitting toil, 
is enabled to provide a comfortable support for his 
family, is assessed for his ski!) to an extent cor- 
responding with the estimated amount of his 
earnings. And if by frogality he save to himself 
a small sum at the end of the year, afier supply- 
ing the wants and necessities of his family, the 
money thus saved, is made the basis of immediate 
taxation. By these means he is frequently sub- 
jected to the burthens of a double tax. But these 
are not the only evils in the present sysiem of 
which we have reason to complain. For while 
the industry of the merchant and mechanic, and 
the cow of the poor man do not escape the search- 
ing operation of the law, the furnitore of the 
opulent, and the capital invested in navigation, 
amounting to millions of dullars, are wholly ex- 
empt from taxation. The remedy tor these evils 
isin your hands, and I trast there will be no dis- 
position from any quarter to postpone its applica- 


‘tion beyond the limiisof the present session, In 


legislating upon this imporiant subject, I would 
recommend that all asse nts of traders, me- 
chanics and others be abolished, and that all prop- 
erty now exempted from being taken by warrant 
or execution, be exempted also from taxation. 
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ready discharged their duty with honor and fidelity fora 
tnumber of years, had been embraced within the 
ts of this provision. I therefore suggest the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the law on this subject, which 
shall make it retrospective in its operations, and do equal 
justice to all. 

The duties imposed upon cummandants of Regiments 
and Companies, by those provisions of law relating to 
the imposition and collection of fines, are so burdensome 
and expensive that they ought not, in my judgment, to be 
longer required. Deriving no benefit to themselves from 
the money accruing from the performance of this branch 
of their duty, those officers are required to defray the 
expenses of collecting it, out of their own ind vidual 
means, and are, not unfrequently, subjected to the 
trouble and vexation of law suits for faithfuily enforcing 
its collection. It is deserving of consideration whether, 
under such circumstances, justice does not require that 
those duties be transferred from the officers of the militia 
to the Attorneys for the State in the several Counties, to 
be by them performed at the expense of the State, and 
that the moneys thus accruing be paid into the State 
Treasury. 

It has also occurred to me, that with some additional 
legislative provision for the more thorough training of the 
militia in the autumn, cover Oe means of the camp 
drill, or by some other mode equally efficacious, the duty 
enjoined by existing laws of meeting on the first Monday 
of May, annually, for exercise and inspection, might safe- 
ly be dispensed with. 

In attending several of the regimental reviews in dif- 
ferent sections of the Siate during the last autumn, I was 
happy to observe the order and correct deportment which 
generally prevailed in the ranks of the soldiers, and the 
knowledge and skill they dis plaved in executing the com- 
mands of their officers. I was also happy to ascertain 
that the usage which had immemorially prevailed with 
the officers of the regiments which [ had the pleasure of 
visiting, of furpishing intoxicating liquors at their head 
quariers or on parade, to those under their command, had 
been whoily abandoned. For this great and important 
refo;m—this salutary innovation upon a long-established 
custom—the officers of our militia are entitled to the 
highest commendation of every good citizen. To ene 
courage them in the noble stand which they have thus 
taken for the preservation of order and the perfection 
of military discipline, | would recommend the passage of 
a law prohibiting, under adequate penalties, the sale of 
intoxicating liquors on days of regimental exercise and 
inspection, [excepting by licensed taverners,] within one 
mile from the place of parade or review. 

Iam happy to inform you, also, that this important 
arm of our jefence is gradually increasing in strength as 
well as efficiency. The aggregate number of men en- 
rolied and returned to the Adjutant General, in the year 
1842, wes forty-six thousand five hundred and twenty- 
eight; being one thousand three hundred and eighty-five 
more than were returned the year previous. During the 
year, five companies of riflemen, two of light infantry, and 
one band of music, have been formed, and four companies 
of light intantry disbanded. An abstract of the returns 
of the militia for the past year, will be duly laid before 
you. 

So important to the public welfare do T deem the pre- 
servation of the arms belonging to the State, which are 
now in the custody of the several towns, that I cannot 
omit, in this connection, to call your attention to the sube 
ject. By the provisions of an Act passed in 1839, enti- 
tiled “An act provicling for the safe keeping of the arms 
belonging tothe State of Connecticut,” it is made the 
du'y of the selectmen of the several towns in which any 
of those arms are deposited, annua!ly, or as often as the 
quartermaster general shal! direct, to inspect their condi- 
tion and report to him the manner in which they are kept 
and taken care of; and authority is given to the quarter 
master general, under certain circumstances,to cause 
the arms thus deposited to be returned to the Arsenal. 
It is believed that the public interests would be much bet- 
ter subserved than they now are, if provision were made 
for the persona! examination of the arms belonging to the 
State, by the Quarter Master General, instead of devole 
ying that duty upon the selectmen of the several towns. 

We have cause for congratulation that, amidst the dis- 
tress and embarrassments which have oppressed the en- 
ergies and resources of almost every section of the coune 
try, our financial condition has enabled us to meet all the 
requirements of a liberal economy : and the means at our 
command for the education of our youth have not been 
impaired or diminished. 

The receipts into the Treasury during the year ending 
the 3ist of March last, (including the sum of $10,845 43 
received from the Treasury of the United States) amoun- 
ted to $101,046 49. The expenditures during the same 
period, have been $77,941 18,—leaving a balance in the 
Treasury of $23,105 31, 

An item in the list of expenditures which has particu- 
larly attracted my attention, is that of thirty-one thousand 
three hundred and thirty-six dollars, thirty-five cents, for 
Judicial expenses, A part ofthe sum embraced in this 
item is made up of charges for the support o! prisoners in 
the County Work Houses ; although in most, if not all 
of the Counties in which prisons of that description are 
established, the revenue arising from the labor of the 
prisoners, is more than adequate tu the payment of all the 
expenditures. The justice of those provisions of law 
which authorize such a state of things, [ have not been 
able to perceive. If the expenses of the several County 
prisons are, by law, t» be paid by the State, the income 
accruing from the labor performed in them, and from oth- 
er sources, ought, in justice, to be paid into the State 
Treasury ; but if the Counties are to reap the benefit of 
the income, they ought upon the same principle to bear 
the burden of the expenditure. At this crisis the rules 
of economy in every department of the public service can- 
not be too carefully consulted, or too rigidly enforced. 
All measures which have for their object the correction 
of abuses, or the equalization of the public burthens, 
should commend themselves to your especial colsidera- 
tion and favor. Itis deserving of your enquiry, whether 
a very great reduction in the expenses complained of 
might not be effected, by requiring all bills of courts to be 
liquidated by county officers, and paid out of the county 
treasuries. From the limited attention which I have 
been able to bestow upoa this subject, I have become 
strongly impressed with the belief that such a requires 
ment would not only be the means of greatly reducing 
the judicial expenses, but would also partially, if not 
who! y, supersede the necessity of levying an annual 
state tax upon the people. Desirous, as you are, of ad- 
vancing the public interests by every laudable means 
within your power, I cannot doubt that this subject will 
receive at your hands a thorough investigation. 

I am gratified to inform you that notwithstand. 
ing the pressure of adverse circumstances, the 
School Fund, under the prudent and skilful admin. 
istration of the present Commissioners, has, the 
past year, yielded the same amount of means for 
diffusing the blessings of education among the chil- 
dren of the State, as was furnished during the pre- 
vious year. The Capital of the Fund amounts to 
$2,044,354 87; and the amount of revenue arising 
from it and paid into the Treasury the past year, 
amounts to the sum of $124,890 50. This sum has 
enabled the Commissioner to continue to the vari- 
ous Common Schools throughout the State, the sum 
of one dollar and forty cents, on each child enume- 
rated, amounting to the sum of $118.496, and ex. 
ceeding the largest dividend that has been distribu. 
ted to the schools in any former year, by more than 
one thousand dollars, The whole number of chil- 
dren between the ages of 4 and 16 years, according 
to the enumeration in August last, is eighty-four 
thousand six hundred and forty, exclusive of fifty. 
seven belonging to districts which could not receive 
a dividend, on account of their schools not being 
keptaccording to law. The condition of theSchool 
Fund will be more fully developed by the Report, 
which is to pe submitted to you by the Commis. 
sioner. 

Under the provisions of an Act ot Congress, ap- 
proved September 4, 1841, entitled ‘An Act to ap. 
propriate the proceeds of the sales ot the public 
lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,” I have 
deemed it my duty to receive from the Treasury of 
the United States, the sum of $12,180 70, the sum 
found due to this State, as her share of the proceeds 
of the sales of the public lands, accruing between 
the Ist of January and the 29th of August, 1842, 
and have caused the same to be deposited in the 
Treasury of the State, subject to your orde-. As 
the most just and equitable mode of disposing of 
this sum of money, I would suggest that it be add. 
od to and made a part of the School Fund, and the 
income thereof applied towards the support of com- 
mon schools. 

Under the faithful and jadicious management of 
the officer having charge of the State Prison at 
Wethersfie!d, the affairs of that institution, during 
the past year, have continued to prosper. The whole 
amount of the earnings of the Institution for the 
year ending the 3lst of March last, was $18,089 40, 
and the expenditures for the same period amounted 
pete of $12,020 oh ne a nett income of 

-069 05 for the use of the public Treasury, 
The discipline of the Prison continues to be of that 
excellent and most desirable character, which, while 
it effectually crime, tends also to produce 
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nity. The Directors and Wardens, lam gratified 
to » have for some time past, em » as 
1 a number of the convicts as possi upon

tors, which will be laid before you wij) farnishjin- 
formation more in detail than is here presented ,and 
will enable you to determine whether additional 
iegislation on this subject is demanded by the pub- 
lic interests, 


The condition of our Banking Instit 
the manner in which they have bang deoshonn 
the past year, will be fully made known to you by 
the Report of the Bank Commissioners,” The 
suggestion by those officers of any reform in ex. 
isting laws on the subject of banks, will deserve 
as it will doubtless receive, the favorable consid. 
eration of the General Assembly. 

By the provisions of a Resolution adopted by 
the General Assembly in the year 1837, asum 
not exceeding twenty-five hundred dollars, annu- 
ally, was appropriated and placed at the disposal 
of the Governor, for the education of indigent 
deafand dumb persons between the ages of twelve 
and twenty-five years, atthe American Asylum in 
Hartford. During the past year seventeen pu- 
pils have enjoyed the benefits of this appropria- 
tion,twoof whom will leave the institution in 
the course of the present month, in consequence 
of the expiration of their term of studies. The 
amount appropriated is adequate to the support of 
twenty-five persons—ten more than are alread 
provided for. The general health of the -— 
ciaries is good, and their advancement in learn- 
ing, under the care and tuition of the distinguish. 
ed Principal of the Institution is as rapid as could 
justly be expected. The Directors of the Asy- 
Jum, ata recent meeting, passed a Resolution 
changing the lower limit of the age for the ad- 
mission of pupils, to eight years instead oftwelve, 
Their principal object was to provide for certain 
extreme cases, such as those of orphans, or very 
poor children, who may often require the benefi's 
of such a provision earlier than others. In this 
respect | deem the alteration an important one, 
and therefore recommend that it constitute the 
basis of an amendment to the Resolution of this 
State on that subject. In the want of your con- 
currence in this recommendation, it may become 
necessary for you to provide that public beneficia- 
ries admitied under the age of twelve years, may, 
at the discretion of the Commissioner having 
charge of the matier, remain at the Asylam for 
a larger period than is now provided by law. 

I cannot tov strongly urge upon you the necessi. 
ty of making further provision for the relief of the 
Insane Poor of our State. Pursuant to a recom. 
mendation contained in. my last annual message, 
the General Assembly beneficently appropriated 
the sum of two thousand dollars, annually, towards 
the support of that most unfortunate class of our 
citizens, at the Retreat for the Insane. As the 
Commissioner to carry into effect the objects of 
this appropriation, soon after the adjournment of 
the last regular session, I entered into an arrange. 
ment with the officers of that institution for the 
support of the public beneficiaries at two dollars 
and fifty cents each, per week. Under this con. 
tract, orders have already been issued in favor of 
thirty persons ; and several applications have been 
presented upon which I have not had time to take 
any definite action. Of the whole number, two 
have diced, and two others have been discharged.— 
Sik have been inmates of the Retreat for a period of 
from four to twelve years, and although enjoying 
comfortable bodily health, have long been deemed 
incurable. Six others conetitute a class of hopeless 
cases, all of whom, with one exception, have been 
admitted during the past year: one of them 
has been deranged more than two years—— 
two are cases of servile insanity which is 
never cured—-and the other three are in 
a hopeless state of mental imbecility—— 
Five others constitute a class of hopeless cases ; 
one has been io the Retreat one year and is much 
improved—another was admitted in August last, 
and is also much improved; the remaining three, 
though much improved, present strong evidence 
of incurable organic lesions. Eight others con- 
Stitute a class cf cases whose advanced convales- 
cence affords salis{actory evidence that acure will 
be effected: three of them have already been, or 
soon will be discharged; a fourth will leave a: the 
expiration of histerm of three months. Ii is im- 
possible to fix upon the time when the remaining 
four will be in a situation to leave the institntion, 
on account of the recent period of their admis-ion, 
The expense incurred by the State for the support 
of these per-ons, since ihe passage of the Resolu. 
tion authorizing it,hassomewhat exceeded the -um 
of $1100. By information recently communicated 
by the Physician at the Retreat, I regret io learn 
that of the large number of insane persons in the 
State who are justly the objects of public charity, 40 
only, with existing arrangements, can be perma- 
nently furnished with accommodations at that in- 
stiitulion, Such a state of things is much tu be de- 
plored and ought not to be longer tolerated in this 
enlighiened community. 

Several of our sister States have already pro- 
vided comfurtable asylums for their insane pau- 
pers, with the most gratifying resulis. And will 
Connecticut, with all her boasted resources and 
advantages, longer hesitate to go forward in ihe 
same benevolent and God like work 7 Willi she 
continue to see that wretched portion of her pop- 
ulation, who are soffering under the greatest of 
human woes, confined in loathsome cells and 
dungeons, and deprived of ali the comforts of life 
while she has means so abundant at her command 
to relieve them? A permanent appropriation of 
Five thousand dollars a year for the snpport of 
our insane poor at the Retreat for the Insane, 
would, I have reason to believe, offer to the pro- 
prietors of that institution a safficien' inducement, 
to erect the necessary additional buildings to ac- 
commodate all who might deserve the benificence 
of the State. I commend this whole subject to 
your humane and generous considerativn 

We have reason to congratulate ourselves and 
the people at large, upon the happy consequences 
which have resulted to the State, from ihe acts 
and deliberations of the iast General A-sembly. 
Especially have we cause to rejoice that our siat- 
ute book has ceased to be stained with a Jaw 
which, however well intended, by treating honest 
poverty as a crime, and punishing it as a felony, 
was a palpableinvasion of the rights of personal 
siverie, and at war with the spirit of our Repub- 
lican Institutions. 

I have thas, ia obedience tothe requirements of 
the Constitution, briefly made kuown to you the 
condition of the State, and suggested for your 
consideration, such measures as I deemed best 
calculated to subserve the public interests. But 
coming as you do fresh from the bosom of the 
people, and understanding well theit various 
watts anil necessities, | shall be ready to co-ope- 
rate with youin allsuch constituional measures 
as shall tend to promote their happiness and wel- 
fare, and advance the honor and prosperity of the 
State and its Institntions. Urging ve the 
ee of a prompt Seen et pear ic busi- 
ness, and a speedy termina present 
session, I invoke ae ee of Almighty God
